OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your RadioShack Indoor Antenna provides excellent reception of VHP 
and UHF TV channels in most viewing iocations. The auxiiiary switch 
lets you quickly switch between antenna, sateilite, or cabie feed to re- 
ceive VHP and UPlP broadcasts or attach a video game to your TV. 



SELECTING A LOCATION 


If your TV has a 75-ohm VHF connector and a 300-ohm UHF connec- 
tor, connect a signal splitter between the coaxial cable and the TV’s 
VHF/UHF connector.

Satellite, Cable TV and Video Games 

Connect the coaxial cable from your satellite, cable TV or video game 
adapter to AUX IN on the back of the antenna. To avoid interference, 
make sure the cable connection is tight. 


Locate the antenna in an area that is near your TV, cable connection, OPERATION 
satellite receiver, or video game adapter. Experiment to find the loca- 
tion that provides the best reception for your equipment. UHF/VHF 


Note: Do not place your antenna near large metal objects or applianc- 
es that would create interference. 

CONNECTING THE ANTENNA 


1. Set ANT/AUX to ANT. 

2. Turn on your TV and tune to the desired station. 

3. Adjust the antenna rods and loop for the best reception. 


Television 

Connect the TO TV coaxial cable on the back of the antenna to the F- 
connector VHF/UHF input on your TV or satellite receiver. 


Satellite, Cable TV or Video Games 

1 . Connect an AUX source to the AUX IN input on the back of the 
antenna. 



If your TV has separate screw terminals for VHF/UHF connections, 
connect a 75-to-300 ohm transformer between the coaxial cable and 
the VHF/UHF terminals. 


2. Set ANT/AUX to AUX. 

Notes: 

• Late model TVs have on-screen menu controls for viewing VHP/ 
UHF off-air or cable broadcasts. Ensure this menu control is at 
the proper off-air position. 

• Do not bend the antenna rods or loop.
